Woromainedin Peking for nearly five years;

EDUCATION AND 
CRIME. 
Ist November. 

WE have a distinct recollection of 
a correspondence which took place in 
the local Press some years ago on the 
subject of Education and Crime. 
The advocate for education as a 
means of lessening wrong-doing had 
little difficulty in shattering the 
arguments of his opponent, who saw 
in the concurrent rise of education 
and decline in belief something which 
to his mind tended to add to rather 
than decrease evil. Many still fail 
to understand the why and the 
wherefore of the continuously im- 
proving returns that are being made 
year by year in England. We need 
not dip too deeply into psychologic 
truth to find reasons for them, but 
will content ourselves with an exam- 
ination of the latest completed and 
tabulated returns at our disposal. 
The year was 1899. 

The first thing to strike us is the 
highly satisfactory fact that we have 
to go back 31 years to find the largest 
recorded number of crimes since 
1857. In 1868 there were set down 
in Britain's black books 101,369 
crimes. In 1899, the number was 
76,025. Still a large number, the 
pessimist may say, and nothing much 
to boast about. ‘True, but there are 
other points to note in connection 
therewith, ‘The population in 1868 
was only 21,948,713; in 1899 it was 
81,764,714, so that while population 
had increased 45 per cent, crime 
had decreased 25 per cent. Or to put 
it in another way, in ’68 there were 
461.8 crimes per 100,000 of the 
population, while in 1899 there were 
but 239.3. We may say then that 
crime has decreased by half. It will 
be remembered that it was not till 
1870 that Great Britain began 
seriously to tackle the question of| 
popular education, and that this 
steady improvement has continued 
ever since and is still going on. 

If it should be urged that educa- 
tion has but a small share in this 


result, that some of the greatest | 


scoundrels hung and unhung have 
been highly-educated men, the argu- 
ment may be put in still another 
form. Careful statistics are kept and 
exact figures are at our disposal to 
silence this suggestion. ‘The number 
of convicted prisoners in 1899 was 
154,754. Of these we have the 
following interesting facts :—

It would be absurd, of course, to 
push these eloquent figures too far. 
The illiterate are likewise the poor, 
the hungry, the naked, the shiftless. 
It is not likely we shall ever be able 
to eliminate such a class, even were 
a university career open to them all. 
‘There will be “the fraudulent bank- 
rupt, the bogus company promoter, 
the forger, and the highly skilled 
felon,” until our ethical system has 
reached a far higher standard than 
we can even hope fer as yet. 

But in law, as in other matters, it 
is undeniable that prevention is 
better than cure. The school is 
cheaper than the gaol, because its 
training tends to the performance 
of “duty in that state of life unto 
which it has pleased God to call” us, 
because it shows how a living is to 
be got, and what are the most 
effective means of getting it. Every 
criminal not only preys upon the 
community like the tiger upon the 
ruminant, but when caught and 
caged has still to be fed at the ex- 
peor of his captors. No civilised 
land has as yet discovered a means 
of ridding itself once for all of its 
parasites. Professor Morley once 
wrote a clever skit in the form of a 
story in which he outlined the 
practices of a race of people living in 
the interior of the earth, who were 
so far in advance of us that their 
criminals and  paupers cost them 
nothing beyond the first cost of filling 
their stomachs with a kind of patent 
cement, which gave them a somewhat 
jeundiced complexion but otherwise 
kept them going without further 
supplies. 

uch a method being as yet un- 
known to us in practical life, we have 
to try to do the next best thing, and 
that is, by the inculcation of moral 
principle, and the teaching of tech- 
nical work to induce more people to 
labour, and fewer to loaf. Strange 
as itmay seem, even to this 
day the value of education has 
never yet come home to the heart 
of the English as it has to that of 
the Americans, the Germans, and 
the Scotch. ‘he average age when 
children leave school in these three 
countries differs considerably. By 
making two or three bites at a very 
small cherry we have raised the 
leaving age in England two or three 
years, but it is still below that of the 
three countries named, and country 
newspapers frequently record cases 
in which parents, summoned for 
breaking the compulsory school law, 
are let off altogether because perhaps

children under the legal age. 

It would be interesting to know 
how China would stand were her 
statistics kept as those of Eagland 
It is a common belief amongst 


eople outside China, that the 


°| Chinese are an educated race, and 


itis a fact that a great number of 





them can read and write more or 
less, usually less. But making every 
allowance possible, the trath would 
be that according to a Scotch or 
German or American standard 
probably 90 per cent of the Chinese 
are quite illiterate. With us the edu- 
cated man is not he or she who can 
read and write merely. Much more 
than that is required. Whereas read- 
ing includes the greater part of the 
ordinary Chinaman’s acquirements, 
and even that, so great are the 
difficulties of the character, is very 
imperfectly done. Patriotic natives— 
really patriotic, not of the Boxer class 
—recognise that the great problem 
before them is that of education. 
People only need to know what is 
right and the great majority will do 
it. More schools and’ fewer gaols 
therefore must for the future be the 
motto of every progressive State.

THE NEW TARIFF, 

2nd November, 
THE cynic, particularly the Chinese 

cynic, will have cause for chucklin, 
consumedly on the eleventh of this 
month when the new tariff—only 
provisional tariff—comes into opera- 
tion at all the Chinese treaty ports. 
Foreigners in China last year were 
murdered, burnt oat of house and 
home, fired at with shot and shell, 
harried and hustled in every barbar- 
ous way, Even in ports where there 
was no actual outbreak they were 
scared into taking measures for self- 
defence. Poace-loving citizens had to 
tura out and put on an ill-fitting 
khaki uniform, and “trail a pike” in 
the form of « Lee-Metford while, 

as once in Rom», * 
“Old mon girt on their old swords, 
And went to man the wall.” 

“Who breaks, pays” in China as 
elsewhere, and China is called upon 
to pay for her madness last year; 
but this being a topsy-turvy country, 
there is a turn of the wrist at Peking, 
and lo! it is the foreign victims who 
have to pay, just when they thought 
they were to have some compensation 
for all they had gone through. No 
wonder the cynic chuckles. Instead 
of the specific rates of import dnty 
to which merchants have been accus- 
tomed for years, and which only 
averaged about three per cent, they 
have to begin on Monday week to 
pay what is pleasantly called an 
effective five per cent; and they may 
feel as the medieval criminal did 
when the executioner allowed to him 
that the rack was not a handsome 
instrument, but it was effective. We 
need not dwell on the trouble involved 
in the production of, and wrangling 
over, invoices, and the wide door that 
an ad valorem tariff sets ajar for 
evasion;a more serious matter is the 
actual increase in the duties that 
will have to be paid. Political 
economists reassure the discontented 
importers by telling them that it is 
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the native consumer who pays the 
import duties, which is true enough 
in principle. Every native who buys 
foreign goods henceforth will have to 
pay two or three or more per cent 
for them; but the tronble is that the 
most infinitesimal advance in price 
is of consideration in a country 
whose common currency is @ coin o! 
which more than nine go toa farsh- 
ing; and it is the importer who loses 
if the native decides that the extra 
cost is sufficient reason for doing 
without his proposed purchase. It 
is true that it was the conviction 
from long experience of one of the 
most clear-sighted of our merchants 
that buyers of imports were always 
prepared to follow an advance in, the

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many where, an insurrectionist leader 
being captured, he at once takes oath 
of allegiance to the United States. 
That being so, he is elevated to a 
position of authority under the U.S. 
Government, and ranks equally with 
a white man in a similar position. 
He may become Provincial Gorernor, 
Treasurer, or what-not, holding in 
an alien hand the reins of power. 
In many cases, indeed, the white 
man has been superseded to permit 
of the introduction to office of one 
who comes hot from actual warfare 
against the cause he now espouses, 
Let it not be thought that these men 
are true to their position, that they 
change, with the act of oath-taking, 
their sympathies and their desires. 
Rather theyrejoice that circumstances 
have placed in their hands the power 
of helping their compatriots and 
friends to carry on their opposition 
to the new power. They have at 
their command the latest informa- 
tion, they are in many cases able to 
find supplies, and all this and more 
is at the service of the cause to which 
they belong in heart if notin uame. 
For it has yet to be realised how 
much of the spirit of freemasonry 
goes to the making ofa Filipino in- 
surrectionist, and how easily this 
spirit of brotherhood will override 
any outside oath which he may take, 
no matter how solemn. 

‘Thus, under these unfortunate con- 
ditions, America’s affair in the Philip- 
pines is dragging on. The results 
are widespread. It may be said 
without fear of contradiction that 
rights of person and property are by 
no means sacred under the jurisdic- 
tion which obtains in the coun- 
try. In many places to-day it would 
be well-nigh impossible for an 
‘American lawyer charged with the 
duty of administeringan inland estate 
todo so. Hisemissaries would be 
coldly disregarded by the people, 
his person—in the event of his 
taking the matter actively into 
his own” hands—would probably not 
be safe. Here we see one of the 
effects of the placing in power of in- 
surrectionists whitewashed by an 
oath of allegiance and an oath of 
office which they do not mean to 
keep. Not only does the captured in- 
surrectionist—even the most humble 
—not mean to keep his oath, but he 
will coolly tell you of his having 
broken it. American officers in all 

arts have innumerable stories to tell 
of how men have come before them 
more than once to calmly confess that 
they have disregarded their oath. It 
is, perhaps, in the nature of things 

that this should be so. The Filipino, 
we are to imagine, enters upon a 
solemn obligation as the easiest 
way out of a difficulty, as a means 
of avoiding durance vile. Having 
secured his end, all that remains in 
his mind is a careful loyalty to his 
brothers in blood. No delicate con- 
sideration of honour affects him, no 


stirrings of conscience trouble his 
mind. He is thankful—or pitiful— 
for the clemency of hisenemies, but he 
has no seruple as to using it in every 
possible way against them. 

The United States, in the 
face of this—and we do not speak 
without authority—have not in the 
field to-day 30,000 troops. Never- 
theless they are losing, in officers 
and men, as many as when, in the 
full tide of war, their forces num- 
bered 65,000. At home the events of 
the war have lost public interest. 
The last dramatic event was the 
capture of Aguinaldo by Funston, 
and there were many to suppose 
that the opposition to American 
arms—without the directing genius 
—wouT crumble and pass away. It 
has not done so, partly, we believe, 
by reason of the spirit of the people, 
and partly, it is certain, as a 
result of the mistaken policy of the 
American Government. Whether, 
in the event of so sweeping a 
measure as the withdrawal of 
all civil officials from the country, 
and the reinstatement of a military 
form of Government, matters would 
adjust themselves satisfactorily, it is 
not for us to say. Remains the fact 
that the present administration— 
which is neither flesh, nor fowl, nor 
good red herring—is not that which 
makes for peace nor for the welfare 
of America or her newest possession. 





FEMININE 
AMBITIONS.

Irdoes not seem to the literary man 
so very long ago that Goldsmith died, 
and yet what a revolution has oceur- 
red since then may be seen from the 
following single extract from his 
writings = 

“Women are confined within the 
narrow limits of domestic assiduity, 
and when they stray beyond them 
they move beyond their sphere, and 
consequently without grace.” 

Woman in Goldsmith’s day, unless 
she were a hewer of wood and a draw- 
er of water, was in but little better 
condition than the pampered ladies of 
an Eastern land. She wasencaged at 
any rate until she had got for herself | 
a lord, and looked forward to nothing 
beyond “domestic assiduity” and 
the rearing of her numerous offspring. 
Men married in those days. Now 
they cannot, for, says atvery recent 
lady writer “to dress well is expen- 
sive,” and wives mustdress. Nothing 
artificial or second-rate should ever 
be seen on a lady, and knowing this, 
we are informed by this feminine 
scribe behind the scenes, that women. 
in their frantic competition with 
each ovher not infrequently rain 
themselves and their husbands, others 
are content with shams, those coarse 
and vulgar imitations of costly things 





which so eloquently proclaim the 
character of the wearer, “sham! 





ermine, sham sable, sham lace, sham 
jewellery, even sham gold’ orna- 
ments.” Such women, says this 
terrible critic, “imagine themselves 
smart when they are only tawdry.” 
‘They have, too, no spark oforiginality, 
but are content to follow fashion 
with a “monkey-like repetition of 
the same models and colours” with 
never a thought as to the personal 
appropriateness of the styles chosen. 
The latest is always the best, in 
fasbions as in husbands. 

But dress as a form of ambition is 
not by any means new. Women vied 
with each other in adornment before 
even Goldsmith's time. Eve probably 
was much more fastidious as to the 
fit of her pristine garment than was 
her peccant husband. It has re- 
mained for modern times to widen 
the horizon of feminine ambition, 
and as a matter of course it has been 
in western lands alone where this 
has become possible. The elevation 
of woman brought about by custom, 
education, and religion, has put her 
upon a pedestal from which she looks 
abroad upon the world, and, spying 
here a something and there a some- 
thing that takes her fancy or excites 
her desires, emboldens her to venture 
into regions hitherto untrod by 
female feet, and inspires the hope 
that Socrates might after allhave been 
right when he said that, “ Woman, 
once made equal to man, becomes 
his superior.” 

That this is true in some walks 
of life hitherto monopolised by the 
sterner sex will not long remain 
unproved. In 1890, Miss Philippa 
Fawcett was at the head of the 
Mathematical Tripos at Cambridge, 
having beaten all her male con- 
temporaries in what is one of the 
severest mathematical tests known 
to the civilised world. On another 
occasion there had to be a special 
class for one lady examinee who 
simply romped away from all her 
rivals, male and female, and it 
is now no uncommon thing to 
find professors of higher mathematics 
in petticoats. Artists, novelists, 
doctors, and lawyers have had their 
preserves broken in upon by persistent 
poachers of the gontler sex who would 
not be denied. ‘Few names were 
more frequently upon the lips of 
picture lovers a few years ago than 
those of Roza Bonheur and Lady 
Butler. In the world of letters, each 
in her way predominant, we have had 
“John Strange Winter,” “Ouida,” 
“ George Eliot,” Mrs. Humphry Ward, 
and Marie Corelli. Great doctors, 
great lawyers, and even great 
musicians ‘are as yet unknown 


| amongst the new-fledged aspirants to 


professional repute. ‘I'here has 
hardly been time yet. 

But there can be no doubt 
that the gradual change which 
social evolution is bringing about 
in civilised States will result in still 


further modification of the lives of 
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women. Ifmen cannot marry, women 
must work, Whether the change is 
a desirable one or not it is useless 
to pause to consider. Needs must 
when necessity drives. Neither 
would it be profitable to dwell upon 
the question whether woman her- 
self is not to blame—if blame 
there be—for the necessity which 
compels her, whether she will or no, 
to earn her own living. We have to 
look facts in the face, and it may be 
imputed for righteousness to Shang- 
hai girls that many of them have 
not hesitated to do so. We see no 
-reason at all why much of the lighter, 
the lady-like side—if we may use 
the word—of business should nos be 

ven over entirely to women’s hauds. 

Shorthand, typewriting, secretary's 
work, and everything of that nature 
are eminently suited to the capacity 
and physique of woman. There is at 
home a full-fledged “Society of Wo- 
man Journalists,” who we are told 
are “bright, clever, quick-witted 
and wonderfully versatile.” It con- 
tains some very well-known names, 
names familiar wherever the English 
language is spoken. How popular 
and persuasive they must be is proved 
from the fact that the physician, 
the surgeon, the solicitor, and the 
dentist to’ the Society. are all 
honorary. In Paris there is a paper 
upon whose production none but 
feminine Inbour is employed. From 
the “printer's devil” upward—we 
onght perhaps to have transfigured 
the inky one into an “angel of light” 
for this occasion—from compositor 
to proof-reader, reporter, and editor, 
every post is filled by women. 

It is plain, therefore, that woman’s 
ambition is not entirely a matter 
of frocks and furbelows, that there 
is an ever-growing section who 
are developing the power of their 
brain and cultivating their native 
dexterity of hand, who so far as ways 
and means are concerned are per- 
fectly independent. A new ‘con- 
dition is thereby being introduced 
into our civilisation. What it will 
lead to no one can foreseé. Possibly 
it is the first step towards nature's 
cure for an unhealthy condition of 
affairs. At present our artificial 
style of life is 80 exorbitant in its

‘Tho most conspicuous featuro about the 
work is the fact that there is an extra titlo 
on the outside of the front cover which does 
not appear on the back nor upon the fiy- 
leaf. It is in the words: “The Yellow 
Crime,” and is accompanied with four Chi- 
nose characters (Ch'ao-t'ing-chil-tsui) de- 
noting the “Crime of the Court,” an appel 
lation wholly different from and somewhat 
inconsistent with the sub-titlo “Tho Box- 
ex's War Against the Foreiguer.” ‘There is 
also a date printed in Chinese charecters 
referring to the 10th day of the eighth Chi- 
nese moon of last year (September 3rd), 
the meaning of which, although entirely 
obscure, is nowhere explained. The a 
's that ho has endeavoured to give 
“+ an accurate and comprehensive account of 
tho Siege in Peking, and of the Boxer 
movement that led up to it.” How co 
prehensively he bas carried out this ai 
may bo inferred from the fact that he be- 
gins with the incident of the affray at the 
Lukouch'iao in Oct., 1898, when two rail- 
way engineers and Consul Campbell of the 
British service were attacked by some 
of Tung Fu-hsiang’s men, with disagree 
ablo consequences to many of the latter, 
and with the result of embittering their 
General still more against. foreigners. 

‘To Dr. Coltman this is the true nidus of 
the whole Boxer movement, and whilo ho 
dwells upon the irritation arising from the 
efforts to preach a foreign religion in Ch 
na; and speaks of the hostility against rai 
ways, no reference is made to the more im- 
portant causes which lay in the political 

istory of the preceding years, the commer- 
cial causes, and especially of the reaction 
against the reform movements of the Em- 
peror in the summer preceding the Lukou- 
Eb'ino incident. In all these pages there is 
no mention made of the intricacy of the 
questions involved, nor of the difficulty of 
artiving at just and well-balanced conclu- 
sions. On the contrary the affirmations are 
mainly of the off-hand “ex catbedra” type, 
a method which leaves something to be de- 
sited.

and not a Mancbu—is related as if it wero 
| an ascertained fact not requiring comment 
lor explanation. There is every indication 
| from start to finish that the writing is that 
of about fourteen months ago, as it is men- 
| tioned that Yi Hsien is still carrying on 
| his ruinous schemes, which were really sus- 
| pended now twelve months since. This 
| gives the work theappearance of beingbolat- 
ed by about a year, since there is no effort to 
correct the misapprehensions unavoidable 
in current notes, and no care to attain ex- 
actness of statement in regard to matters 
about which it was for some timo impossible 
to know details which have long since been 
virtually ascertained with reasonable preci- 
sion. The third chapter is devoted to tho 
reproduction of the cablegrams which the 
author sent to the United States during the 
period of incubation of the troubles, cou- 
cerning which there was considerable infor- 
mation available at the time. These are 
given asa “‘history of the growth of the 
Boxer movement,” “so that anyone of or- 
dinary understanding could have been by 
June Ist, if in possession of this series of 
dispatches, fully acquainted with the sit- 
uation.” Like other telegrams of that time 
they were merely the record of the appar- 
ent phenomena as seen through the person- 
al equation of one well-informed individu- 
al, but that circumstance does not appear 
to entitle them to rank ay an adequate and 
“comprehensive” account of the events, 
specially when they are reproduced in x 
permanent form a year and half later, when 
the public, so far as it is interested in the 
matter at’all, undoubtedly desires fuller 
information and a wider outlook. 

Tho arrangemen* of the main subject- 
matter docs not strike the reader as 
felicitous. First there are the dispatchos 
just named, which it seems aro regarded as 
important as to be preserved verbatim et 
literatim. Then there is a brief and scanty 
journal of the author from June 1st to tho 
20th, and in a following chopter that of 
his son—an enterprising lad of sixteen—tho 
greater part of the latter being simply a 
chroniclo of apparent facts and impressions 
unrevised and uncorrected by later data. 
‘Three chapters are devoted to the work done 
by the Russians and by Americans ; by the 
Customs statf, the British Legation staff ; 
and by the Austro-Hungarian. The last 
chapter (aside from tho brief “What Next”) 
consists only of Edicts issued by the Em- 
|pross during the siege, documents which 

would hare been much more interesting if 

inserted at the time when they becamo 
known to the besieged, ot else at the timo 
when issued. The tone of the book in re- 
gard to the Legation Ministers who failed 
to perceive the coming storm, is one of 
great bitterness. On page 63 we are in 
formed that the entire English community 
outside the Legation felt for Sir Claude 
MacDouald, and openly expressed, the great 
cst contempt. Its more than hinted the 
others were no better, for on one page they 
are styled “ donse,” and on the preceding 
one “intensely dense,” and it is suggested 
that instead of “Envoys Extraordinary,” 
men of a common type with common sense 
would have been more serviceable. The en- 
tire community civilians and military ara 
said to have condemned them “as a set of 
incompetents.” It is not necessary to de- 
bate at this time the question of the ex- 
tent and degree of responsibility for the 
failure of those in office—and some others 
likewise—to take in the situation in China, 
but about the good taste of the expression 
of tho opinions held by this author there 
will probably bo very little difference of 
opinion—the more so ag ho was himself a

Many Visitors.

Church, South Mission, who held their 
regular annual Conference at this place. 
‘The reports show steady progress along 
all lines and great hopes for the future. 
Dr. C. F, Reid, an old resident of Shang- 
hai, but recently of Corea, was elected 
President. The Church was strengthened 
by the addition of several new workers 
from America, among the number Miss 
White and Professor Gee, who remain in 
Soochow, and ulso by several Chinese who 
were admitted into the Conference on trial, 


Proposed Girls’ School. 


A romarkable gathering of the élite of 
Soochow took place at the Woman's 
Hospital on Monday last. Invitations 
were issued to the ladies of seventy of the 
richest and most influential families of the 
city. The object of the mecting was to 

ut before the people the proposed Laura 

faygood Schoal far high-class girls. Out 
of the seventy invitations, fifty-seven were 
accepted, and ono hundred and fifty ladies 
were in attendance. Refreshments were 
served, and several short talks were 
made, ‘setting forth the advantages of 
such’ n school, and emphasising the 
necessity of having educated women to 
meet the growing demand for wives 
for men who have received _ their 
education at some of the Western colleges. 
This iden appealed to many who were 
callous to the advantages of an education 
because of its elevating effects. This 
meeting revealed a strong reactionary feel. 
ing against bound feet. “As educated men 
feel the need of natural-footed wives, the 
straws which show which way the wind is 
blowing lead us to hope that the supply 
will be more than equal to the demand. 
Such a gathering shows better than any 
other ene thing the changed attitude of 
the people toward Western innovations. 
We must remember that heretofore 
Soochow has been one of China's most 
conservative cities, but the new era is 
dawning, and with it comes China’s new 
woman. Welcome tv her. 


Medical Work. 

The Soochow Medical Association held 
its regular monthly meeting on Saturday 
last. The discussion which followed the 


























reading of the paper was both interesting 
and_ instructive, as was the paper also. 
While this Association is only an organisa- 
tion of a year's standing, its work is already 
being felt. 

Communication. 

Soochow is constantly extending her 
communications with the outside world. 
The three regular lines of launches between 
Shanghai and this place, the two to Hang- 
chow, and the two to Wusieh are doing a 
good’ business both as to passengers and 
cargo. A visit to the Custom House shows 
what is being done along these lines. Four 
or five lsunches, each with its string of 
oats laden with passengers and cargo, 
present a sight very different from that 
which was seen here four or five years ago. 
The Chinese are‘anxious to know when the 
railroad is to be built, but we are unable 
to give them any light on the subject. Can 
any one? We hear from the city of Chang- 
shu that thero is a daily line of launches 
running between Shanghai and Bangkajau 
—a place about twelve miles from Chang- 
shu. The trip can thus be made in less 
than twelve hours, while formerly it took 
anywhere from thirty-six hours toa week 
to do this distance. : 

The Chinese Imperial Postal sorvico is 
reaching out to all the surrounding cities. 
‘The Chinese are more and more pleased 
with the prompt work done by our local 
offices—which could not be otherwise, 
owing to the carefully attention given by 
Mr. Shields, our obliging Post Master.

jchaviour was very exemplary. I hear that 
they threatened a disturbance with their 
officials because their pay had not been 











forthcoming for several months. When 
this corps was first enrolled, the pay was 
considerably larger than that of ordinary 


soldiers, hut I believe, in trie Chineso 
style, it has been gradually reduced, until 
now it is not much more than the regular 
rate paid to ‘‘old-model” soldiers. I 
also hear that a great many have deserted 
since they left here. They dread the 
northern winter. Both of these last state- 
ments are common talk on the street, and, 
of course, I eannob vouch for their accuracy, 
but I have no doubt of their truth. 


Proposed New School. 


I hear that the Taotai is to open a school 
for the study of English and the Western 
sciences. His nephew, a graduate of the 
Foochow naval school, who has also had 
three years’ service afloat, is to have charze 
of the school. The gentleman is said to 
have been appointed by the grain commis- 
sioner, as his deputy for managing foreign 
affairs. I am somewhat puzzled to know 
just what the duties of this office are; it 
sounds well at any rate. He is about to 
open an Industrial school here also—will 
teach weaving, ete. If one could feel any 
assurance of the permanence of these ef- 
forts, one could feel much more interested 

















in them. Hitherto the life of such things 


has been contemporaneous with the official 
life of the founder, i. ¢., anywhere from six 
months to two years, 


A Much-Needed Improvement. 


Another mooted improvement is a ma- 
cadamised road to a town about three miles 
distant, and the importation of jinricshas 
to run on this road. I fear it will be some 
time before this materialises. A solid road 
will be a fine object lesson when it is seen. 
The roads here are dirt roads—in dry 
weather very fine, but in wet weather they 
equal the Hongkong roads, though I doubt. 
if a steam roller would disappear altogether. 
To ease the Moon. 

On Sunday night the usual quiet was 
disturbed by the biggest hullabaloo 
I ever heard in China. Bells ringing, 
crckers and guns exploding, gongs 
furiously beaten. For a while I’ thought 
a riot was coming; but as it continued, 
I concluded it must be an eclipse. 
On inspecting the moon I found it in 
partial eclipse. ‘The noise, of course, was 
to scare off the dog, or dragon, or whatever 
animal was gorging itself on the moon. 
‘All the officials, as usual, I hear, went into 
their court-yards to kowtow’ and burn 
incense for the same reason, Every one 
knows that the occurrences of eclipses are 
foretold in the official almanacs which aro 
sent over the country from Peking, There- 
fore some one in Government circles must 
understand the true cause of the eclipse. 
It is passing strange that they do not take 
some steps to stop these absurd customs, 
which make their highest officials a laugh- 
ing stock to intelligent people. It puts 
these officials in a position which their 
general intelligence does not warrant. 


Serious Drought. 

The Grand Canal is getting very low 
again ; we have had no rain to speak of for 
skout'throe months. 


House Robberies. 

One of our foreign familios here was the 
victim of quite a serious house robbery the 
other day. ‘This is a very rare experience 
with us, but an all-too-common one for the 
natives. None of the robbers have been 
caught, vor do I know that any effort has 
been made to catch them.

YUNNAN NOTES. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Huge Proclamations, 
re the Railway from ‘Tongking, have been 
issued by the new Viceroy Wei. The 
ple are exhorted to be quiet, Trouble 
looms ahead, for the Southerners swear 
they will die ‘before they allow the French 
to build a political railway to their capital. 
Will the mandarins be strong enough 
to keep the peace? The Governor of 
Tongking, M. Doumer, is reported to havo 
said that many of the people in Yunnan— 
not Chinese—would prefer French rule to 
the present state of things. This can only 
apply to the Mahomedans, many of whom 
would gladly deluge Yunnan in blood so 
that they might revenge the sufferings of 
thirty years ago. Not long ago the most 
prominent Mahomedan military official 
in one of the Yunnan districts visited 
mo quietly at night, and begged mo 
to introduce his clan to either the French 
or English. If supplied with arms and 
money, he promised that they would to a 
man support any foreign invasion of the 
province. If any Foreign Power fostered 
such a spirit as this, and took advantage of 
such a feeling to further its schemes of 














conquest, then it would deserve the con- 
tempt of all humanity. May our fair and 
peaceful province be spared the shedding 
of blood. 
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A Thankless Task. 


A few weeks ago I met hundreds of 
disbanded soldiers returning from Hosian. 
How delighted they were to be in the 

ny south again! A feeling of disgust 
shewed itself in nearly all. Never again! 
said they. Night and day they travelled 
to save the Throne, and little thanks and 
less money did they get for their trouble. 
Some of the officers were returning with 
huge mules—such a contrast to our small 
hardy southern animals—and slave girls 
bought cheap owing to the famine in the 
North.

He is of opinion 
that the object sought might be more 
economically secured by inducing Chinese 
to advertise the names of their partners 
and the changes in their tirms occurring 
from time to time. As a ter of fact, 
some of the Straits Chinese du this already, 
but numbers will not do se even in 
Singapore, where registrat 
become a’ burning question owing to the 
frauds perpetrated. I am afraid it is 
Utopian to expect the Chinese to advertise 
the names of partners voluntarily. But I 
concur with the Committee in thinking the 
difficulties and cost of registration are too 
serious to warrant the experiment being 
made in Hongkong, which is so close to 
China. I fail to see, however, any good 
reason why it should not be put inte execu- 
tion in the Straits Settlements. 


The Hongkong Bar. 

The number of barristers practising 
here has heen seriously reduced, first by 
the unexpected and regretted demise of 
Mr. J.J. Francis, K. C., while on a vi 
to Japan, and more recently hy the sud 
death of Mx, Edward Robinson, which 
occurred at the Government Civil Hospital 
on the early morning of the 24th inst. 
Mr. Robinson only returned from Shang: 
hai, from a trip up-country a few days 
previously, whither he had gone for a 
change, and contracted dysentery while 
up-country, which became acute after 
arrival in Hongkong. It is believed he 
teas poleoned by 
Mr. Robinson, who was 43 years of age, 
came here from Shanghai some fourteen 
years ago, and gained s good reputa- 
tion for hard conscientious work. His 
death, just when his prospects were be- 
‘coming very bright, is specially sad. At the 
Supreme Court yesterday morning, Mr. 
Pollock, K.C., Acting Attorney-General, 
addressing the Acting Chief Justice, made 
some feeling remarks on the second loss 
the Bar had sustained in the decease of Mr. 
Robinson, Mr. Justice Wise concurred in 
these remarks and expressed his sympathy 
with the widow. Mr. Robinson leaves 
widow and two children. He was a very 
active man, much addicted to long walks 
and climbs, and was also’ a first-rate shot.

The National Ensign. 

‘The Comittee appointed to select a 
suitable design for a national flag, previous 
to stthmission to Home authorities for ap- 
proval, has completed its task. Some idea 
of its magnitude may be gauged, when it 
is understood that the total number of 
designs forwarded almost reached 30,000 
and came from all parts of the world. The 
eliminating process naturally took somo 
time, but by degrees the selection was 
narrowed down to twelve. Five competi- 
tors, whose designs were almost similar, 
shared the prize, threo of them being 
Melbourne residents; the remaining two 
hailing from Perth’ (W.A.) and New 
Zealand respectively 


The Federal Seal. 

This competition was also divided be- 
tween two competitors, Mr. Blamire Young, 
a well-known poster artist of Melbourne, 
and Mr. D. H. Souter of Sydney. The

Customs Bill.

Fortunately the driver of the incoming 
train noticed that the other was on the wrong 
Tine, in xuficient time to take most of 
the way offhis train, Still, the impact was 
sufficiently severe to derail the foremost 
carriages | several passengers were treated 
to a bad shaking, coupled with shocks to 
the ne yatem, but fortunately no 
severe injuries were reported. Both 
drivers and firemen after applying brakes 
to their utmost. capacity, were able 
to jump off their engines, escaping 
uninjured. ‘The incoming train was well 
filled, and had the driver not noticed the 
danger as soon as he did, and taken 
prompt measures to diminish the force 
of the collision, the result would have 
been very different. No cause has as 
been assigned for the acciden:, pending 
an enguity by a departmental board, 
wbose proceedings, contrary to the custom 
hitherto obtaining, are to be thrown 
open to the public.

The America Cup. 


A big victory or a big reverse in South 
Africa yesterday would scarcely have re- 
ceived from us even a passing tribute of 
attention. All our hopes and’ fears were 
concentrated upon the first race for the 
America Cup. In various parts of London 
there were devices for signalling to great 
crowds the progress of the mice. Sho 
steamers passed"up and down the Thames 
in front of the Victoria Embankment, one 
bearing a green light for the Shamrock and 
the other a red light for the Columbia; and 
the distance between them was intended 
to represent as nearly as possible the relative 
positions of the two yachts when the latest 
was received. At Earl’s Court Ex- 
ion the ‘‘lumiseriptor” wrote out 
telegrams from Sandy Hook in letters of 
fire; and from shot towers and other eleva- 
tions coloured lights told all within sight 
vhich boat wasahead. Signals and telegrams: 
were, of course, alike disappointing, though 
a defeat was prevented by the time limit. 
Tam writing, of course, before a single race 
has been sailed to a finish; but Imay say 
that in spite of the encouraging telegrams 
telling us of Sir Thomas Lipton’s absolute 
confirlence of success, aud of the prodigions 
effects produced by the Shamrock’ trial runs 
i fers, yachting experts here 
have ‘2 been from sanguine. 
Although “Sir Thomas declares the 
Shamrock Il to be a faster yacht than 
the Shamrock I, that is not the im- 
pression which was created here when the 
two were tried together; and many yacht- 
ing experts here are quite of the opinion 
expressed by Lord Charles Beresford when 
he saw the Columbia at the time of the last 
races—that it is beyond the power of man to 
build a yacht that could beather. Of course, 
events inay falsify these opinions; but if so, 
English yachtsmen generally will bo- a8 
much surprised as delighted. 


The Boer Banishments., 


‘The announcement that sentence of ban- 
ishment has been pronounced upon ten 
Boer leaders under. the terms of Lord 
Kitchener's famous proclamation has been 
received with general satisfaction. Even 
those who were inclined to shake their heads 
over the proclamation recognise for the 
most part that) though its issue may 
have been a mistake, it would be a 
much graver mistake ‘to let the enemy 
obtain the impression that we indulge 
in empty threats. ‘There is, however, an 
important constitutional, question involved, 
Nobody now pays much attention to the 
«Daily News,” since it has given itself over 
heart ‘and soul to the cause of our enemies, 
Even when the other day it  stren- 
uously urged the Cape Dutch to rise in 
rebellion against us, and informed them that 
they would be unworthy to be British sub- 
jects if they did not rebel, nobody took any 
notice. It was a piece of sedition which | 
was best ignored. But on this question of 
the banishment of Boer leaders, there is 
something to be said for, their views. The 
military authorities in South Africa have 
obviously no constitutional power to pro- 
nounce sentences of life-banishment from 
South Africa. The men so banished cannot, 
be prevented from returning after the war 
is over, unless in the meantime Acts legalis- 
ing their banishment have been passed by 
the local legislatures and have received the 
Royal assent. So much was admitted by 
Mr. Balfour in the House of Commons, when 
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Mr. Asquith called attention to this aspect 
of the question, just after the proclamation 
was issued. ‘These sentences of banishment 
would appear to have not the slightest real 
effect, since they will have no validity be- 
yond’ the time during which the men on 
whom sentence has been passed would natur- 
ally remain prisoners of war, Martial law 
itself was declared by Lord Chief Justice 
Cockburn to be unconstitutional. That, how- 
ever, is an academic question, Martial law 
exists, and so long as it is in force the 
sentences pronounced by military authorities 
will be carried out. But when it ceases to 
exist, their sentences will almost certainly 
no longer have any validity. 


” The French and the China Opera- 
tions. 


Some little indignation has heen created 
here by the report. of an interview with 
General Voyron on his arrival at Marseilles 
from China. General Voyron is reported to 
have said that there were certain deplorable 
incidents during the occupation of Peking, 
“the origin of which must be found in 
the fact that the English contingent was 
not wholly composed of Europeans, but 
included Sikhs, who are not soldiers as 
the French understand the word.” That 
there were deplorable incidents in the be- 
haviour of the Foreign troops in China is 
eyond dispute; but judging by the evidence 
which has reached this country, the Sikhs 
were by no means the worst offenders. It 
is not, however, at all clear that the “de- 
plorable incidents” to which General 
Voyron referred are those excesses on the 
part of some of the soldiers which shocked 
our consciences. In any case, it is toler- 
ably evident that the gallant General was 
speaking under the influence of politica 
feelings when he praised not only the French, 
but even the German soldiers at the expense 
of the British. With regard to the imme- 
diate future of China, General Voyron ap- 
pears to take an extremely optimistic view— 
much more so than is entertained in this 
country, where the news that the Court of 
China’ does not intend to return to Peking 
for another two years at least is generally 
credited and is regarded as of by no means 


happy augury. 


The King’s Return. 


‘The King and Queen arrived in London 
on Wednesday from the Continent, where 
they have heen ever since the funeral of the 
Empress Frederick. ‘They are, however, 
spending only two days in London, Teavin 
for Baligoral to-night. The neighbourhood 
of Marlborough House has been crowded 
daily by sightseers anxious to get a glimpse 
of their Majesties, but they have been only 
occasionally rewarded, for the King’s time 
has been so much occupied by State affairs 
during his short stay that he has been out 
very little. The extensive alterations at 
Buckingham Palace are going on apace; 
and not a few changes have been made at 
Balmoral—notably the statue of John 
Brown has by the King’s direction been 
removed to the home of a relative of the 
Queen’s faithful servant. “His Majesty has 
braved some criticism from sentimentalists 
in taking this step; but generally it, has 
met with approval. The Queen's recognition 
of John Brown's service was no doubt a 
touching evidence of her kindness of heart; 
but}after all, this statue of a footman who 
did his duty to his mistress very thoroughly, 
though with a certain want of considerition 
for the feelings of others about him, was a 
little out of place in its prominent position 
at the Royal palace.

The Lanark Election. 

Sir William Rattigan, the Unionist candi- 
date, has been returned for North-east 
Lanark by a majority of 904, thus gaining 
a seat for the Government. He owes his 
victory, however, not to au increase of 
Unionist feeling in the constituency, but toa 
split in the Liberal vote—Mr. Cecil 
Harmsworth, brother of the millionaire 
who has been glorified as the “ Napoleon 
of the Press,” standing as an Imperialist 
Liberal, and Mr. Smillie as a Labour 
candidate. Strenuous efforts were made 
to get Mr. Smillie to withdraw, but they 
were unavailing, as in addition to 
most of the Lal 
the anti-Imperialist Liberal vote. Mr. 
Cecil Harmsworth had, indeed, consider- 
able difficulty in explaining in what sense he 
isa Liberal at all. He is one of the Directors 
of the “Daily Mail,” which, though it has 
never bound itself ‘to any’ party, is ult 
Jingo on war questions and cannot in a 
sense be called Liberal; and he is certain! 
not a Home Ruler. In all the circum- 
stances, it is rather surprising that he 
received as many votes as he did. 
Mr. Commissioner Kerr. 

Today Mr. Commissioner Kerr retires 
from his office ax Judge of the City of Lon- 
don Court, after holding it for forty-two 
years. His retirement will be a loss, not 
io the cause of justice, but to the gaiety of 
the newspapers. His caustic savings have 
enlivened the legal columns of the papers 
for years. With all his eccentricities, Ie was 
an excellent judge of character, and often 
‘8 he angered those who appeared before 

im, there are probably few judges who 
committed fewer judicial errors. And the 
advice which he constantly offered to 
litigants—to suffer almost any wrong rather 
than to law—was, it must be admit- 
ted, excellent, though naturally it irritated 
struggling lawyers. Of his many excellent 
bon mots, which have become almost 
historical, is his remark that “King David 
said in his haste, all men are liars; if he had 
sat in this Court for over torty years, as I 
hhave done, he would have said it in his 
leisure.”

‘Upon reading the above, T cannot refrain 
from writing a few lines for your valuable 
paper to assure you that, so iar as I know, 
the proposed school is to be established in 
Kiahsing, not in Hangchow. It is proposed 
by Mr. Feng 7, themagistrate of the Hsi 
hsuhsion district of Kinhsingfu 
prefecture, who is assisted by Mr. py, a 
gentleman of that city. But, meanwhile 
there is also a school of western learning pro- 
posed, and tobe opened in Hangchow. It 
will be supported solely by Mr. Woo if. a 
gentleman of the city. ‘The only difference 
between these two schools is: one is to he 
supported by levying a tax in Kiahsing, and 
the otler by an individual’s means in 
Hangehow.

THE ARRIVAL OF 
PRINCE CHUN. 





Back From Germany. 

‘The member of the Imperial House of 
China—Prince Chun—upon whom the eyes 
of the world have been resting during the 
| past few months, arrived on his native soil 
on Sunday morning. After a brief sojourn, 
full of dramatic episodes, in Germany, the 
Imperial Prince set sail for China in the 
Norddeutscher-Lloyd steamship Bayern, 
arriving at Woosung early on Sunday 
morning. 

A Premature Journey. 

Early in the morning, the China 
Merchants’ steamship Haeshin, with a 
large crowd of Chinese officials on 
board, proceeded to Woosung to meet tho 
Prince. At eleven o'clock the Haeshin 
returned up the river, flying the Chinese 
j flag and gaily dressed with bunting, and 

came up alongside the Kinleeyuen wharves. 
| At this place preparations had been made 
to give the Prince a fitting reception. 
| Flags were flying, Chinese soldiers lined 
[the approach to’ the wharves, and a 

Chinese band played unmelodious airs as 

the big steamship came to an anchorage. 


Disappointed Expectancy. 

But where was the Prince? The band 
played its hardest, fireworks crackled. with 
fearsome din, and the serried ranks of 
Chinamen pressed against each other with 
{ unsubduable eagerness to witness the great 

one descend from the vessel. But a 
whisper went round the great, concourse 
that Prince Chun was not on board, that 
he was still engaged in the mastication of 
his breakfast on the Bayern down at 
Woosung, and that he would not arrive 
until noon. The last firework sputtered a 
weak protest against the delay and the 
j waste of gunpowder; the press of people 
| split up into small groups; the native band 
| ceased its music; the escort of mounted 
Sikh policemen ‘clattered away to head- 
quarters ; the foreigners bent on sight-seeing 
| walked idly up and down the foreshore, and 
the Chinese stared with stolid persistency 
at the foreigners for another hour. 


The Landing of the Prince. 
A few minutes hefore twelve o'clock, 
the gaze of the crowds along the Bund 
focussed on a vessel, with white 
| sides, yellow funnel, and masts decked out 
| with bunting, stecring a mid-river course 
jen wharves. ‘This must 
bring the Prince ; there could be no mistake 
| about it this time. The big-wigs of local 
mandarindom gathered round the landing 
| placeand jostled each otherin the excitement 
| of the moment. The jostling increased as. 
the Kaipan, for that was the vessel, slowed 
down, and it became tumultuous when a 
slim ‘figure, robed in Imperial yellow, 
moved nervously to the front of the small 
crowd of passengers. With a hiss of escaping 
steam the Kaipan touched the wharf ani 
came to a standstill. ‘The gangway was 
let down, the figure in yellow, with 
| nervous, hesitating step, cautiously des- 
cended, the band blared, the soldiers stood 
to attention, the eager, gaping crowd

! A Scene of Confusion. 

| After landing, Prince Chun was very soon 
Hinside his carriage, drawn by a pair of 
horses with trappings of Imperial yellow. 
A guard of Frenca police gave the salute, 
and the carriage started ata slow pace for 
the bridge over the Yangkingpang. But 
progress was slow. A huge crowd blocked 
the wey. Chinese and foreigners crowded 





closed up. Prince Chun had come to} 


| round in one close, unbroken mass, and 
Prince Chun was stared at and commented 
on as he never had been before in his life. 
School children of all sorts, sizes, and races 
glared in upon the hapless son of Chinese 
royalty, and laughed and fired off facetious 
comments upon pearance. Coolies 
bored their teeth with expansive grins and 
spoke appreciatively of the returned wan- 
derer, who looked more nervous than 
when’ he refused to kowtow to Kaiser 
Wilhelm. Eventually, by dint of forcible 
language and threatening attitudes, the 
guard of native soldiers forced a way 
through the excited, gesticulating mob, 
and the carriage swept aver the” brid; 
into the English settlement. Here it 
was joined by an escort of mounted Sikh 
policemen under Sergeant Spottiswoode, 
and, watched by thousands of interested 
spectators, passed down the Bund, up 
waking Road, the Chinese shops on either 
side of which thoroughfare were gay with 
national -fags, and so to the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs in Bubbling Well Road. 
The Result of the Mission. 

Tt was of common note how well and 
robust Prince Chun looked on his arrival 
in Shanghai on Sunday. The sea voyage, 
the novel experiences, and the insight 

ined into foreign customs and affairs, 
Eive undoubtedly dono him a world of 
good, and that these changes have 
favourably affected his attitude to for- 
eigners in China we know. That the good 
impression has been weakened by tho 
unfortunate hitch which preceded his 
reception by the Emperor at Berlin, and 
out of which he emerged with flying co- 
lours, we need not suppose. And we can all 
hope that the mission to Germany, brought 
about by a most deplorable incident, will 
have most beneficial results both for 
foreigners and Chinese, and thus prove 
once more the truth of the old adage that 
“‘out of evil good may come.” His High- 
ness enjoyed his trip immensely and only 
regrets that he was not ablo to visit other 
countries, but he hopes to extend his 
travels on a future occasion. He will 
stay now at least four days in Shanghai, 
and is to receive the Consilar Body at 10 
a.m. to-day and the Customs foreign officials 
at 10.30. He proposes to attend the Races 
on Tuesday. 
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DOINGS IN SHANGHAI. 


On Monday morning, at the Bureau of 
Foreign Affairs in Bubbling Well Road, 
Prince Chun received the Consular Body in 
Shangbai, and the Customs foreign offi 

ials. Later on in the morning he proceed 
the German Conswate, in a closed 
ie. drawn by horses with the now fa- 
trappings of Imperial yellow, and 
escorted by a number of German military 
officers mounted on horseback. 

At the Consulate the Prince was enter- 
tained at tiffin by tho Consul-General (Di 
Knappe), and the members of the Cons 
late Statf.

Tributes and Expenses. 

For quite two months the one absorbing 
topic of talk has been the departure of the 
Court. That oveut has focussed the efforts 
of the officials and suspended their ordinary 
business. ‘The preparations have been so 
elaborate that it would have been im- 
possible to complete them by the date first 
fixed for the return to Pel The 
Dowager has always had the reputation for 
hoa g wealth. The tour to the Western 
capital has supplied an excellent oppor- 
ity for the accumulation of enormous 
resources. On the route from Taiyuan 
every place was compelled to contribute to 
the Imperial Pi All articles of value 
—eurios, bedding, curtains, drapings— 
were bagged for her use. The same 
absorption, repeated in Honan, will ensure 
considerable appropriations for Her Ma- 
jesty’s house. “Some 3,000 carts hare been 
commandeered for this Royal transport. 
Tho cost of a single night is roughly 
£1,000—a fairly lange sum for the people of 
any given district to contribute. But as 
one remarked, there are many mouths and 
more pockets in the Royal Train. 


Roadside Decoration. 


Since the middle of September daily 
detachments of baggage carts and official 
retinues have left for the East—destination 
unknown. Oui the Sth of October the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, with staf and field 
telegraph, proceeded aheadas the vanguard 
of the troupe. The streets through which 
the Royal cortége had to pass were then 
floored with yellow earth and made gay with 
stripes of red silk suspended from the 
roofs across the streetway. Red lan erns 
wore hung up at every door, and tables 
draped in red, with fruits, swe2ts, biscuits 
and incense, were placed slong the pave- 
ments. The effect was striking and like 
all Asiatic displays, showy rather than 
pleasing. 

The Emperor Leads. 

At dawn to-day (the 6th) trumpeters 
sounded the call toget ready. Immediately 
the gates of the city were opened and carts, 
carriers, and couriers began to move. By 
7.30 the streets were crowded with specta- 
tors. Good order was maintained, and

Next came the Royal Mounted Body- 
guard, ordering the crowds to kneel, and 
instantly they flopped on to their knees. 
Soon the outriders, pullers, bearers of 
tho first “Yellow Dragoned’ Chair were 
in view. ‘The Emperor was pulled by 20 
end borne by 16 men, dressed in decorated 
silk gowns. His chair, like the other 
t Imperial colour, ‘was richly draped 
with embroidered satin and decorated 
with jade-jewels, His Majesty sat. bolt 
upright, with features that were as fixed 
asa statue. He looked only straight ahead, 
as if unaware of the lines of his kneeling 
subjects, or more likely afraid he might 
not manifest the self-possession that is the 
essential mark of dignity and rank, He was 
looking well, and all assert much better 
than on his arrival last year. 


The “Old Buddha.” 

His chair was followed by that of the 
“Old Buddha’—as the Dowager is fami- 
larly called. She was dressed (or rather 
“‘drowned”) in dragoned yellow satin. 
Her face is long and wan, with high cheek- 
bones, big mouth, and thick lips. Her eyes 
gleamed like fire. She was as awake and 
alert as the Emperor seemed inert and 
indifferent. Nothing escaped the sharp- 
ness of her vision. ‘The beggars received 
tablets of silver and the curious glances 
of scorn. Everyone remarked how care- 
worn she looked, and that she was quite 
ten years older gsince last year. Her 

ersonal baggayo occupied the next tew 
litters and relays of bearers. 


Etcetera. 


In striking contrast with the weird coun- 
tenance of the Dowager was the young face 
of the Empress. Her chair halted for a lit- 
tle, and as it was open there was time for 
a good view. She seemed rather embar- 
rassed by the crowds and stole nervous, fur- 

ive glances on either side. Sho looks an 
innocent ordinary official's daughter, but 
the paint, powder, and gew-gaw spoil a 
pretty face. She was followed by the chiof 
concubines—women of muscle and evident 
will, but destitute of brains and character. 
After their baggage came the Heir Appar- 
ent, but he was invisible. Then the Royal 
Princes of the Blood, and finally the Minis- 
ter of the Grand Council—Yung Lu. These 
men had the bearing of refinement so con- 
spicuous by its absenco in the others. ‘Then 
next passed a train of carts with the innum- 
erable attendants that are at once tho glory 
and the disgrace of an Asiatic Court. 


Leaving the City. 

By 8 a.m. the South Gate was reached. 
Ttwas necessary, according to the féngshui 
of tho route that the South not the East 
gate (which is the direct and near way) be 
the exit from the city, so a détour was 
made.

yellow silk umbrellas, and the Dowager 
again indulged in scattering her silver 
sticks, The south-east corner of the city 
was rounded—a halt made in the Eastern 
Suburb to pray in a Taoist Temple for a 
propitious journey—a prayer in which the 
itterest foe would willingly join without 
deceit.

Our Reception at Sanyuan. 


On the 28th wo went to Sansuan. Tho 
reception bas been the best we have had. 
I quite thought the effusiveness would di- 
minish in the square of the distance from 
Peking but even down to Sanyuaf the style 
and fervour have survived. When we 
reached the Nankuan we were suddenly 
surrounded in the darkness (for it was late 
by the time we arrived) by an enormous 
crowd that had gathered’ on seeing the 
Cl’ai jen waiting for us with large lighted 
lanterns. Immediately we reached the 
spot where they were waiting, torches wero 
lit and we were escorted into the city by 
the flares of blazing torches. The proces- 
sion was increased by the military detailed 
to protect us. It was a rather grand sight 
to see the sea of faces lighted up by the 
light of the torches, and the eager desire to 
understand what this exceptional crowd 
and procession meant. We were taken to 
the Kung kuan prepared for us in the large 
buildings of the Paochiachu. Here 
the Laoyeh waited to receive us. He 
stayed quite a long while talking with us 
and was very frank and seemed interested 
in the events of the year. He first sent in 








‘the inevitable tea and cakes. Next 
came the surprise that he had carefully 
planned. He provided hot water scented 
Florida, water for a wash, and had 
everything in foreign style—towels, soap, 
wasl-basin, ete. Then we had the usual 
| feasts of sharks’ fins, sea slugs, and 
i measly pork. The memory of the Flory, 
| da water was the staying thing for tg 
| pork, and rotten eggs were not particulay 
; ly appetising. 


| The Officials. 


| ‘The following dey we called upon 
all the officials, including the Liter- 
ary Chancellor who stays in this city. They 
} then all returned our visits and there 
{was a very busy time for two days. Tho 
| Chancellor has a decidedly clever face, and 
seems a thoroughly intelligent officer. He 
is a relative of our old friend Shén Tun-ho, 
and that was a link at once. He has al- 
|s0 two brothers abroad, one in London as 
| Secretary to the Chines Legation, and the 
other in New York as Consul, so he had 
many inatters of mutual interest to tall 
about and was pleased to discuss the sit- 
uation. He was very strong in maintaining, 
that the Empross Dowager was innocent 
and ignorant of the affairs of last year, 
and that the edicts issued and atrocities 
committed were not by her order, indeed, 
that she is and was a harmless individual, 
That was not given as an opinion but as 
a strong conviction. It ia good to meet 

ith a thoroughly intelligent official who 
can support the policy of the Empress and 
believe in her integrity. 


The Arrangements for the Dis- 
tribution 

of relief were speedily made and the work 
gone on with smoothly. The need is great as 
tho destitution is fearful. Even now thero 
are those dying of starvation. The outlook 
for the winter is by no means bright. The 
crops on the north side of the river are very 
poor, and in many places either from the 
untimeliness of the rainfall or the pesti- 
lence of locusts the autumn harvest will not 
be reaped. What the poorer classes will do 
in the winter is a problem no one can an- 
swe. The official relief that was to be ful- 
ly stopped in the sixth moon is still being 
continued in the more needy districts, and 
the Empress has left another hundred thou 
sand taels for immediate distribution. Seed 
isalso being given that the wheat may be 
sown and the spring crops assured, but af- 
ter all these measures have been taken 
there remain an enormous number of the 
population in destitution and face to faco 
with the coming winter. Relief can only 
temporarily help, it eannot effectually ward 
off starvation. The chronic poverty and ev- 
er-recurriug calamities that deplete the 
population and upset the stability of the 
government must be faced in the so- 
Jution of the problems of a thorough re- 
form. 





























The Real Issues. 

There are comparatively few officials 
that are alive to tho real issues of the re- 
cent crisis. The Reform Edicts are not fa- 
voured by the rast majority nor is it assum- 
ed that these Imperial fulminations are to 
be taken seriously. The College essay writ- 
ing goes on as before. Everyone is wait- 
ing for the further evidence necessary to 
any action being taken. Tnitiative is not 
the design or desire of any, so that anv al- 
terations will only be made when change 
can no longer be resisted or evaded. A de- 
termined attempt was made to accomplish 
with official assistance two things through 
the famine relief scheme. (1) It was pointed 
out that the irrigation of land would be the 
best mode of permanently warding off and 
effectually helping in the present distress. 
(2) Tt was pointed out that the isswe of dol 
lars instead of cash would be a good way of 
putting into circulation convenient coin 
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and accustom the people to its ae. ‘The 
igation scheme wes sanctione: to be ear 
ried out by the Governor sending a deputy 
to take on the work, but there is little lik 
lihood of its being carried out. Ax to the 
circulation of dollars, that was rendered 
impossible by the lack of the So

sons for the contract not being enforced. 
‘Therefore I think you are quite right. It 
is useless to continue one of the most diffi- 
cult investigations that it is possible to 
carry through in a Court of Law. I think 
you have acted wisely in withdrawing any 
defence upon that contract, and you have 
leave to amend the answer accordingly. 

His Lordship subsequently ordered that 
the amended answer be filed on or before 
the 8th instant, and that the case be ad- 
journed until the 19th inst.
